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PREFACE. 


Upwards of twenty years have now elapfed 
fince I firft prefented to the Public a ihort 
treatife under the title of Elements of Thera- 
peutics, or Firft Principles of the Pradice of 
Medicine. Thefe Elements were chiefly in- 
tended as a text-book for my ledures on that 
branch of medical fcience. It is perhaps un- 
neceflary to obferve, that the prefent publica- 
tion is meant with the lame intention. In- 
deed, although it appear under a different 
title, yet it may in reality be confidered only 
as a different edition of my former work ; and 
although it be now publifhed in an abridged, 
yet I hope it is not in an unimproved ftate. 

It is true, that notwithftanding the fluc- 
tuation of medical theories, the influence of 
emetics, cathartics, and other medicines, on 
the animal frame, continues to be the fame 
as it was, not only twenty years ago, but from 
the very commencement of the pradice of 
phvfic ; and it will always continue to be the 
fame. No one, however, will deny, that ma- 
ny errors have prevailed refpeding the opera- 
tion 
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tion of medicines. It has therefore been my 
aim, by attempting to afcertain their real ope- 
rative effects, from thence to deduce the moll 
important principles, both with refpeCt to the 
ufe and abufe of them. And although, with 
regard to thefe fubjeCts much room for cor- 
rection (till remains, yet I truft that my en- 
deavours' have not been altogether unfuccefs- 
ful. 

The intelligent reader mult foon perceive, 
that the following pages will be chiefly ul'eful 
to thofe who may hereafter attend my Lec- 
tures, where Therapeutics are treated of as a 
branch of the inftitutions of medicine. And 
I truft that to attentive ftudents they may be 
of fome ufe, by enabling them to underftand 
what may be delivered, with more prompti- 
tude, and to recolleCt it with more pFecifion. 
They may, however, alfo perhaps lead other 
practitioners, into whole hands they may fall, 
to mark with greater accuracy the operative 
effeCts of medicines, and the circumftances 
indicating or forbidding their employment. 
If they be productive of this confequence,, 
fome benefit may arife from having prefented 
them to the Public as well as to my Pupils.

3. From the affection of the nervous 
fyflem which they occafion, 

To reftore excitement to the ner-

To diminifh the quantity of circu- 
lating fluids, when too great for 
the flate of the fyftem at the

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To reftore lymphatic absorption 
when morbidly diminished, 

To difcharge morbid accumulations 
of Serum.

creted mucus from different cavities 
into which it is deposited — they aug- 
ment the fecretion of mucus from the 
glands, feparating it in the cavity of 
the nofe.

XXI. DEMULCENTS. 

General , properties charaderizing 
demulcents — Primary efFeds refulting 
from the employment of demulcents — 
they lubricate and Iheathe thefe parts 
to which they are topically applied in 
the animal body — they exert, after en- 
tering the circulation, the fame effed 
at different excretories at which they 
are colleded — they dimini ill the adi- 
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vity of different flimuli with which 
they happen to be conjoined in the 
body.
